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Houghton  Nominated  as  ANS  President 


ANS  Councillor  Arthur  A.  Houghton 
III  h  as  been  nominated  to  succeed  R. 
Henry  Norweb,  Jr.  as  the  next  President 
of  the  ANS.  Norweb,  leader  of  the  ANS 
since  1990,  had  previously  announced  his 
desire  to  step  down  on  completion  of  his 
current  term  at  the  Society’s  Annual 
Meeting  this  October. 

Arthur  Houghton  was  first  elected  to  the 
Society’s  governing  Council  on  January 
14,  1978,  and  has  served  the  organization 
in  a  variety  of  capacities  as  a  Councillor, 
including  the  Finance  Committee 
(1978-82),  the  Acquisitions  Committee 
since  its  inception  in  1990,  the  Greek  Coin 
Committee  (1990-),  and  more  recently, 
the  Long  Range  Planning  Committee, 
organized  in  1992,  and  its  subcommittee 
on  ANS  Location,  of  which  he  is  the 
Chairman. 

Arthur  Houghton  was  educated  at 
Harvard  College  (B.A.  in  Government, 
1963),  at  the  Middle  East  Center  for  Arab 
Studies,  and  the  American  University  of 
Beirut  (M.A.,  1966).  He  entered  the  U.S. 
Department  of  State  in  1966,  and  later 
worked  at  the  U.S.  embassies  in  Beirut, 
Amman,  and  Cairo.  In  Washington, 
Houghton  served  as  Deputy  Director  of  the 
Near  Eastern  Affairs  Office  of  the  National 
Security  Council,  Deputy  Director  of  the 
Office  of  Israel  and  Arab-Israel  Affairs  at 
the  Department  of  State,  and  Special 
Assistant  to  Secretary  of  State  Cyrus 
Vance. 

In  1979,  Houghton  left  government 


service  to  undertake  graduate  work  at 
Harvard  University,  where  he  completed 
his  Master’s  degree  in  Art  History  in  1981. 
The  following  year,  he  was  appointed 
Associate  Curator  of  Antiquities  at  the  J. 
Paul  Getty  Museum  in  Malibu,  CA, 
serving  in  this  capacity  between  1982  and 
1984,  and  as  Acting  Curator  between  1984 
and  1986. 

Houghton  returned  to  public  service  in 
1988,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Vice 
President’s  Task  Force  on  Border  Control. 
In  1989,  he  was  assigned  to  the  newly 
created  Office  of  National  Drug  Control 
Policy,  an  agency  of  the  Executive  Office 
of  the  President  created  by  law  to  establish 
national  strategies  to  reduce  illicit  drug 
supply  and  demand  within  the  United 
States.  He  currently  holds  the  position  of 
Senior  Policy  Analyst,  responsible  for  the 
development  and  coordination  of  strategies 
to  reduce  overall  U.S.  drug  demand. 

A  Prolific  Scholar 

Houghton  has  written  extensively  in  the 
field  of  ancient  numismatics,  authoring  or 
coauthoring  some  40  published  articles  on 
portraiture,  coinage,  and  history  of  the 
Seleucid  successors  to  Alexander  the 
Great.  Early  essays  include  studies  of  the 
Seleucid  mint  of  Lampsacus  (1979),  the 
mint  of  Tarsus  under  Demetrius  II  (1980), 
and  the  “Victory”  coinage  of  Seleucus  I 
of  Susa  (1980).  More  recently,  he  has  been 
engaged  in  collaboration  with  Georges  Le 


Rider  of  Paris  in  a  study  of  the  production 
of  money  at  the  Seleucid  mint  at  Antioch, 
the  publication  of  two  Sylloge  volumes  of 
Seleucid  coins  including  those  in  the 
collection  of  the  ANS  and  the  private 
collection  of  Arnold  Spaer  in  Jerusalem, 
and,  with  Catherine  C.  Lorber,  a  full 
catalogue  of  all  known  Seleucid  issues,  by 
ruler,  metal,  denomination,  type,  and 
control.  Publication  of  the  latter  work  is 
expected  in  1996.  His  own  collection  was 
published  by  the  ANS  prior  to  its  disposal 
in  the  informative  work.  Coins  of  the  Seleucid 
Empire  from  the  Collection  of  Arthur  Houghton , 
which  appeared  as  Ancient  Coins  in  North 
American  Collections,  vol.  4. 
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Varied  Activities  in  Service 
to  the  Discipline 

A  member  of  the  ANS  since  1963  and 
a  Fellow  since  1967,  Houghton  was  named 
a  Benefactor  of  the  Society  in  1987  in 
recognition  of  his  generosity  to  the  ANS. 
When  the  Society’s  Council  decided  to 
inaugurate  ANS  sponsored  conferences  at 
cities  distant  from  New  York,  he  was 
instrumental  in  planning  and  served  as 
cochairman  of  the  initial  large-scale 
conference  held  in  November  1992  in 
Washington,  DC,  with  the  cooperation  of 
the  Smithsonian  Institution.  He  currently 
serves  on  the  organizing  committee  for  a 
similar  undertaking  in  Boston  to  be  held 
this  coming  September.  Houghton  is  a 
Trustee  of  the  American  School  of 
Classical  Studies  at  Athens  and  a  member 
of  the  Visiting  Committee  to  the 
Department  of  Islamic  Art  at  the 
Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art  in  New 
York.  He  holds  memberships  in  the  Royal 
Numismatic  Society^the  Societe  Francaise 
de  Numismatique,  the  Israel  Numismatic 
Society,  and  the  Schweizerische  Numis- 
matische  Gesellschaft.  He  is  also  a 
member,  representing  the  museum 
community,  of  the  U.S.  Cultural  Property 
Advisory  Committee,  established  in  1981 
to  implement  the  UNESCO  Convention 
on  the  respect  for  cultural  property 
worldwide. 

Arthur  Houghton  is  married  to  the 
former  Linda  Livingston  and  they  reside 
in  Washington,  DC. 


Islamic  Book  Prize 

The  American  Numismatic  Society 
Committee  on  Islamic  and  South  Asian 
Coins  has  established  an  annual  prize  for 
the  best  book  on  Islamic  coinage.  The  first 
recipient  is  Stephen  Album  for  A  Checklist 
of  Popular  Islamic  Coins. 

This  little  book,  with  its  deceptively 
simple  title,  summarizes  Album’s  three 
decades  of  scholarship,  collecting,  and 
dealing.  Every  Islamic  coin  series  is 
outlined,  listing  rulers  with  their  dates, 
coin  denominations,  weight  standards,  and 
types.  For  many  of  the  Islamic  dynasties, 
Album  has  provided  the  only  general 
survey  in  print,  providing  a  base  for  all 
future  research. 


ANS  Contemplates  Move 


After  more  than  80  years  at  the 
Audubon  Terrace  Museum  Complex  in 
Northern  Manhattan,  the  American 
Numismatic  Society  is  considering  a  move 
that  will  permit  it  to  perform  its  mission 
better,  improve  its  service  to  the  public, 
and  provide  better  access  for  the  American 
numismatic  community  as  a  whole.  No 
decision  has  been  taken  as  to  where  the 
Society’s  new  headquarters  should  be. 
While  the  first  preference  is  to  find  another 
location  in  New  York  City,  the  ANS  wants 
to  ensure  that  it  has  a  range  of  possibilities 
that  may  include  other  cities  as  well. 

Consideration  of  the  move  has  followed 
a  recent  survey  commissioned  by  the  ANS 
that  concluded  that  its  growing  audience 
would  be  better  served  by  relocating  the 
Society  in  an  area  more  convenient  to  a 
large  museum-going  public,  and  at  a  site 
that  can  provide  more  space  for  the 
Society’s  collections,  library,  exhibitions, 
and  staff. 

The  Audubon  Terrace  site  has  been 
home  to  the  ANS  since  1907.  In  a  building 
that  was  specifically  designed  to  house  its 
magnificent  coin  collections  and  library, 
the  ANS  has  grown  to  become  one  of  the 
preeminent  numismatic  research  centers  in 
the  world.  In  1929,  an  addition  doubled 
the  size  of  the  Society’s  building  to  the 
present  23,000  square  feet. 

Along  with  the  growth  of  the  Society’s 
collections  and  stature,  the  mission  of  the 
Society  has  evolved  over  the  years.  The 
ANS  has  long  been  known  for  its  active 
collections  and  research  publications 
programs  and  the  summer  Graduate 
Seminar  with  emphasis  on  numismatic 


methodology  and  its  practical  application. 
Beginning  in  the  1980s,  the  ANS  has 
greatly  increased  its  scholarly  and  public 
programs,  including  conferences,,  lectures, 
exhibitions,  and,  most  recently,  formal 
education  programs  for  both  school  age 
and  adult  audiences.  To  serve  these 
programs,  the  ANS  engages  a  staff  of  26, 
including  10  professionals  directly  involved 
in  program  activities.  The  resources  of  the 
ANS  include  over  750,000  numismatic 
objects,  dating  from  the  inception  of 
coinage  in  the  seventh  century  B.C.  to  the 
present  day,  emanating  from  all  corners  of 
the  globe;  its  research  library,  with  over 
100,000  items,  is  the  best  of  its  kind  in  the 
world. 

Committee  Appointed 

To  assess  the  merits  of  relocating,  ANS 
President  R.  Henry  Norweb,  Jr.,  has 
appointed  a  special  committee  to 
investigate  “all  the  options’’  toward  an 
informed  decision  by  its  governing 
Council.  “The  Society’s  ties  to  its 
landmark  facility  are  very  strong,”  notes 
Mr.  Norweb.  “We  are  proud  of  our  long¬ 
standing  commitment  to  Washington 
Heights  and  have,  over  the  years,  attracted 
an  international  audience  to  this  historical 
area  of  the  city.  However  we  must  have  the 
vision  to  anticipate  what  will  best  serve  the 
Society’s  mission  as  we  enter  the  twenty- 
first  century.  Toward  this  end,  it  is  our 
responsibility  to  assure  that  the  American 
Numismatic  Society  is  located  where  it  can 
best  contribute  to  this  important 
humanistic  discipline.” 


The  Islamic  Book  Prize  will  be  awarded 
annually.  Publications  on  any  aspect  of 
Islamic  numismatics  or  monetary  history 
in  any  part  of  the  world  are  eligible.  Books 
by  members  of  the  Committee  will  not  be 
considered.  Articles  and  collections  of 
articles  are  not  eligible. 

Books  may  be  brought  to  the  attention 
of  the  Committee  Chair,  William  F. 
Spengler,  the  Secretary,  Michael  L.  Bates, 
or  any  Committee  member  (Jere  Bacha- 
rach,  Kenneth  MacKenzie,  Marie  H. 
Martin,  or  William  B.  Warden,  Jr.). 

The  prize  includes  an  award  of  $250. 
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J*  P*  C.  Kent  Receives  Huntington  Award  Medal 


J.  P.  C.  Kent,  retired  Keeper  of  Coins 
at  the  British  Museum,  was  named 
recipient  of  the  1994  Archer  M. 
Huntington  Medal  award.  Dr.  and  Mrs. 
Kent  were  in  New  York  for  the 
presentation  ceremony  on  March  19. 
Society  Chief  Curator  William  E.  Metcalf 
read  the  citation. 

Probably  many  of  you  have  come  here 
today  not  only  to  honor  the  Huntington 
recipient  but  to  hear  the  elegant  words  of 
Mark  Salton,  and  it  is  with  some 
reluctance  that  I  stand  here  in  his  place. 
A  death  in  the  family  has  prevented  him 
from  attending,  and  I  am  sure  you  join  me 
in  extending  our  sympathies  to  him  and  his 
wife  Lottie. 

“We  welcome  back  with  pleasure  a 
friend  of  such  long  standing  that  hardly 
anyone  on  the  staff  can  remember  his 
sojourn  as  Visiting  Scholar  in  1970. 
Today’s  Huntington  recipient  is  well 
known  both  within  these  walls  and 
without,  and  in  a  sense  there  is  no  one  who 
can  appreciate  the  magnitude  of  John 
Kent’s  achievement  more  than  a  Romanist 
who  has  occasionally,  and  on  the  whole 
unsuccessfully,  put  his  hand  to  the  later 
Roman  world. 

“John  Kent’s  name  joins  those  of  Sir 
George  Hill,  John  Allan,  Harold  Mat¬ 
tingly,  John  Walker,  Kenneth  Jenkins, 
and  Robert  Carson  among  Huntington 
Medalists  who  will  always  be  associated 
with  the  British  Museum,  where  he  began 
his  career  in  1952  and  served  as  Keeper  of 
Coins  from  1984  to  1991 .  His  work  on  the 
later  Roman  coinage  began  in  the  1950s, 
and  generations  of  users,  particularly  those 
of  us  who  have  studied  archaeological 
finds,  have  depended  on  Late  Roman  Bronze 
Coinage,  which  he  compiled  together  with 
his  colleagues  Robert  Carson  and  Philip 
Hill,  for  the  attribution  of  the  later  coppers 
of  Rome,  which  are  as  difficult  and 
frustrating  as  they  are  abundant. 

“In  fact  much  of  his  subsequent  career 
has  been  devoted  to  replacing  that  handy 
work.  Volume  8  of  Roman  Imperial  Coinage, 
which  covers  the  period  337-63,  appeared 
in  1981  and,  later  this  year,  it  is  expected 
that  he  will  have  the  honor  of  completing 
the  series,  begun  over  70  years  ago,  and 
join  its  originators  Harold  Mattingly  and 
E.  A.  Sydenham  as  the  only  man  who 
survived  authorship  of  more  than  one 
volume.  It  is  fair — and  literally  true — to 


say  that  no  book  in  Roman  numismatics 
has  been  so  long  awaited  as  RIC  10. 

“His  distinction  in  Roman  scholarship, 
for  some  of  us,  obscures  his  significant 
contributions  to  other  areas  of  numisma¬ 
tics.  The  transition  from  Roman  to  Anglo- 
Saxon  coinage  is  just  one  area  illuminated 
by  his  studies,  which  otherwise  extend 
through  the  whole  history  of  the  coinage 
of  the  British  Isles.  He  has  been  a  frequent 
contributor  to  Cunobelin  and  the  British 
Numismatic  Journal,  has  edited  a  volume  of 
the  Sylloge  of  Coins  of  the  British  Isles,  and  has 
ventured  even  further  afield  with  the 
supplementary  catalogues  of  Celtic  coins 
in  the  British  Museum  and  contributions 
on  Merovingian  coins. 

“These  are  specialist  works,  but  John 
Kent  has  also  contributed  to  the 
popularization  of  the  discipline  and  its 
integration  into  a  larger  context.  The 
English  language  Hirmer  book  on  Roman 
coins,  with  its  magnificent  photographs,  is 
framed  by  his  sensitive  text,  and  Wealth  of 
the  Roman  World,  jointly  authored  with  K. 
S.  Painter,  is  a  standard  reference  for  the 
period  A.D.  300-700. 

“Many  previous  recipients  have  expres¬ 
sed  hope  that  further  work  would  justify 


the  honor  they  have  received.  Whether  he 
is  about  to  say  this  I  do  not  know,  but  if 
his  schedule  of  work  during  this  visit  to  the 
ANS  is  any  indication  we  may  expect  far 
more  in  the  future.  In  recognition  of 
manifold  past  achievements  and  in 
expectation  of  more  to  come,  it  is  our  great 
honor  to  bestow  on  John  Kent  the  Archer 
M.  Huntington  Medal  for  1994.’’ 

After  an  enthusiastic  welcome  from  the 
attendees,  Dr.  Kent  addressed  the 
audience. 

“Mr.  President,  Bill,  Members,  Col¬ 
leagues,  Friends: 

“When  Bill  told  me  that  this  great 
Society  had  named  me  the  Archer  M. 
Huntington  medalist  for  1994,  and  invited 
my  wife  and  myself  to  return  to  New  York 
for  the  ceremony  of  presentation,  I  realized 
that  I  was  joining  a  very  select  band.  The 
words  of  every  recipient  show  how  it  comes 
as  a  surprise,  and  indeed  as  a  shock,  to  find 
oneself  thus  singled  out  for  honor.  I  have 
taken  my  career  for  granted,  but  you  have 
paid  me  the  highest  compliment  you  can 
offer.  The  solemnity  of  the  occasion  and 
your  kind  words  which  give  me  the 
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opportunity  to  express  my  thanks  lead  me 
naturally  to  contemplate  the  stages  which 
have  brought  me  here  this  afternoon. 

“I  go  back  a  very  long  way.  Two  pre- 
VVar  recollections  perhaps  symbolize  my 
life’s  work.  The  first  is  purely  numismatic. 
What  difference,  I  wondered,  made  certain 
much-worn  silver  coins  in  my  pocket  ‘ring’ 
with  a  clear  tone,  distinct  from  that  of  the 
current  issues?  The  second  was  a  historical 
conundrum,  posed  by  two  plates  in  Arthur 
Mee’s  Childrens’  Encyclopaedia,  with  effigies 
of  the  Roman  emperors  down  to  the  early 
fourth  century.  How  could  it  be,  I  asked 
myself,  that  some  of  them  had  dates  which 
overlapped?  I  had  it  all  to  learn  then,  and 
I  have  never  forgotten  that  numismatics 
and  history  do  not  come  to  us  by  instinct. 
We  find  out  from  those  who  have  gone 
before  us,  and  must  in  turn  be  ready  to 
explain  to  others,  not  least  at  the  simplest 
level. 

“My  family,  like  many  another,  had  a 
box  containing  an  unsorted  miscellany  of 
worn,  unspendable  bronze  coins  ranging 
in  date  from  the  Roman  empire  to  the 
twentieth  century,  and  it  was  my  pleasure 
from  time  to  time  on  a  wet  day  to  riffle 
through  them,  trying  to  identify  them. 
Two  pieces  stick  in  my  mind:  a  dupondius 
of  Titus  as  Augustus,  with  a  very  long, 
complex,  and  drastically  abbreviated 
inscription — I  could  make  nothing  of  it; 
the  second,  what  must  have  been  the 
world’s  worst  specimen  of  an  Urbs  Roma 
of  Constantine  the  Great.  I  recall  my 
amazement  on  seeing  a  similar  piece, 
almost  as  worn,  in  the  window  of  a  local 
junk  shop,  advertized  for  sale  for  next  to 
nothing  as  a  coin  of  ‘Romulus  and  Remus, 
753  B.C.’ 

“Access  to  the  British  Museum  and  its 
staff  during  wartime  was,  as  you  can 
imagine,  not  very  easy.  But  I  made  it,  and, 
armed  with  my  treasures,  met  the  great 
Harold  Mattingly,  the  founder  of  Roman 
Imperial  Coinage.  Though  that  was  50  years 
ago  and  though  he  has  been  gone  from  us 
for  30  years,  his  willingness  to  explain,  his 
patience,  and  his  infectious  enthusiasm 
have  never  been  forgotten.  His  example 
has  always  inspired  me.  It  is  with  pleasure 
as  well  as  gratitude  that  I  dedicate  to  his 
memory  the  tenth  and  final  volume  of  the 
first  edition  of  the  series  which  he 
inaugurated  in  1923,  and  which  is  now  in 
proof  stage. 

“In  those  far-off  days  I  collected  coins. 
Collecting  coins  then  could  be  relatively

cheap  and  easy.  I  remember,  for  example, 
contributing  towards  the  5,000  pounds 
required  for  a  Spitfire  fighter-plane  by 
purchasing  from  a  stall  set  up  by  a  firm  of 
London  coin  dealers  at  a  local  ‘Wings  for 
Victory’  fete.  My  continued  correspon¬ 
dence  with  Mattingly  and  J.  W.  E.  Pearce, 
another  gentle  giant,  led  to  my  election  as 
a  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Numismatic  Society 
in  October  1948,  shortly  after  my  twentieth 
birthday.  This  proved  a  slight 
embarrassment  to  the  RNS  direction,  as 
I  was  discovered  to  be  technically  under 
age,  but  a  blind  eye  was  turned! 

“My  primary  interest  in  the  later 
Roman  Empire  was  undoubtedly  the  direct 
outcome  of  the  availability  to  an 
imporverished  collector  of  good,  cheap 
material  of  this  period.  It  was 
confirmed — and  some  may  find  this 
strange — by  my  first  sight  of  solidi, 
illustrated  in  the  pre-War  Guide  to  the 
British  Museum’s  exhibition.  Not  that  I 
could  ever  restrict  myself  to  the  Romans 
alone;  I  could  become  almost  as 
enthusiastic  about  a  lot  of  medieval  pence, 
or  seventeenth-century  tokens  and  have 
since  made  an  impact,  however  slight, 
even  on  the  numismatics  of  Canada, 
Portugal,  and  India.  I  found  in  the  last 
resort  that  temperament  had  decided  that 
I  was  to  be  a  historian  rather  than  a 
numismatist.  A  coin  was  nothing  to  me 
without  a  historical  context.  I  could  never 
have  become  a  really  dedicated  collector 
any  more  than  a  prehistorian,  and  in  the 
end  my  modest  possessions  were  sold  to 
fund  the  purchase  of  my  first  motor-car. 
When  people  tell  me  how  fortunate  I  am 
to  have  my  hobby  as  my  work,  I  can  only 
respond  that  it  may  be  my  preoccupation, 
but  that  it  is  in  no  sense  my  means  of 
relaxation. 

“At  University  College,  London,  I  was 
fortunate  to  have  been  able  to  read  Ancient 
History  under  Professor  A.  H.  M.  Jones, 
a  great  scholar  and  hard  taskmaster,  whose 
rigorous  academic  standards  and  terse 
expression  have  remained  a  model — the 
latter,  I  have  been  told,  perhaps  sometimes 
even  to  a  fault.  Under  him,  I  completed 
my  doctorate  in  two  years — I  would  have 
had  to  join  the  army  after  two  years 
whether  it  had  been  finished  or  not; 
students  had  pressures  in  those  days  as 
well.  Two  years  in  the  unfamiliar,  alien 
military  world  disclosed  unexpected  talents 
and  developed  skills  which  time  has  proved 
surprisingly  useful,  and  even  discon¬ 
certing.  On  demobilization  I  joined  the 
staff  of  the  British  Museum’s  Department 


of  Coins  and  Medals.  There  followed  for 
me  almost  37  immensely  rewarding  years, 
and  even  in  retirement  I  remain  a  constant 
and  hopefully  unobtrusive  visitor. 

“The  British  Museum  staff  are  dedi¬ 
cated  professionals;  are  we,  like  members 
of  the  numismatic  trade,  ‘professional 
numismatists’?  No.  As  I  hinted  earlier,  we 
are  historians,  specializing  in  a  particular 
class  of  evidence,  like  papyrologists  or 
epigraphers.  Our  responsibilities  are 
manifold.  As  historians,  we  must  expound 
the  significance  of  our  material  by 
classification,  publication,  and  lectures;  as 
curators,  we  must  care  for  and  enhance  the 
collections  of  which  we  are  custodians;  as 
public  servants,  we  must  address  all  levels 
of  interest  and  comprehension  from  the 
most  discerning  to  the  very  least,  by 
exhibitions,  talks,  and,  above  all,  by 
personal  communication,  without  hint  of 
elitism  or  condescension.  Some  of  us  have 
been  better  at  one  aspect,  some  at  another, 
but  the  aim  is  a  common  one,  and  a  fine 
one.  But,  and  I  cannot  stress  this  too 
highly,  if  the  study  of  coins  has  led  me 
along  one  path,  in  no  way  do  I  disparage 
those  other  vital  components  that  contri¬ 
bute  to  the  strength  of  the  numismatic 
world,  the  numismatic  trade,  and  the 
collectors. 

“Our  work  has  an  important  interna¬ 
tional  dimension,  which  forges  links 
between  scholars  throughout  the  world,  by 
correspondence  and  above  all  by  visits. 
Thus  it  was  that  I  met  Professor  Bellinger, 
George  Miles,  Margaret  Thompson,  and 
many  other  of  your  distinguished  numis¬ 
matic  community,  and  in  1970  came  for 
the  first  time  to  the  American  Numismatic 
Society  to  take  part  in  the  Graduate 
Seminar.  That  enriching  summer  was 
followed  by  two  terms  at  the  Institute  for 
Advanced  Study,  Princeton.  The  family 
and  I  had  an  unrivalled  opportunity  to 
sample  the  beauties  of  your  country  and 
the  warmth  of  American  hospitality,  an 
experience  we  shall  never  forget.  My  wife 
joins  me  in  thanking  you  for  the  welcome 
that  is  making  this  visit  so  delightful. 

“A  quarter  of  a  century  has  seen  much 
change  here.  It  is  comforting  to  an  old 
timer  to  see  that  not  all  the  familiar  faces 
have  gone,  but  reassuring  to  remember 
that  present-day  colleagues  are  worthy 
successors  to  the  giants  of  the  past.  The 
ANS,  like  Peugeot’s  lion,  goes  from 
strength  to  strength.  You  were  good 
enough  to  elect  me  a  Corresponding 
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Member  of  your  Society  in  1974,  and  I 
have  now  received  your  ultimate  accolade. 
I  am  deeply  appreciative  of  the  honor  you 
have  bestowed,  and  thank  you  for  it  most 
warmly.  I  am  also  conscious  that  it  lays  on 
me  further  responsibilities  to  numismatics; 
your  confidence  encourages  me  to  take 
them  up  and  to  continue  promoting  our 
common  cause  to  the  best  of  my  ability.”

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LIBRARY  NOTES 

On  February  26,  in  conjunction  with  the 
“Day  of  the  Etruscans”  conference,  the 
librarian  mounted  an  exhibition  of  works 
from  the  eighteenth  to  twentieth  centuries 
dealing  wholly  or  partially  with  Etruscan 
numismatics.  Among  the  works  exhibited 
were  Joann  Baptist  Passeri’s  De  nummt 
etruscis  paestanorum  (Pesara,  1748),  P. 
Raffaele  Garrucci’s  Le  monete  dell’ Italia 
antica  (Rome,  1885),  and  Ernst  J. 
Haeberlin’s  Aes  Grave;  Das  Schwergeld  Roms 
und  Mittelitaliens  (Frankfurt  am  Main, 
1910).  On  March  19,  Carlene  Stober, 
Assistant  Librarian,  also  mounted  an 
exhibit  consisting  of  articles  and  books 
authored  by  Dr.  John  Kent,  former  keeper 
of  the  Department  of  Coins  and  Medals, 
British  Museum,  and  recipient  of  the 
Archer  M.  Huntington  Award  for  1994. 
Stober’ s  selection  included  highlights  from 
the  more  than  150  references  under  Kent’s 
name  in  the  library’s  card  catalogue. 

Visitors  to  the  reading  rooms  have 
included  Karen  E.  Ros,  Henry  Radford 
Hope  School  of  Fine  Arts,  Indiana 
University,  who  is  researching  the 
Adventus  type  on  Roman  coins.  Ernest  P. 
Janzen,  University  of  Toronto,  spent 
several  days  in  the  library  consulting 
references  to  religious  types  on  the  coins 
of  Domitian  and  other  Flavians,  while  Ben 
Lee  Damsky  of  Belmont,  CA,  visited  in 
order  to  continue  his  work  on  Roman 
imperial  issues.  Robert  Gurval, 
Department  of  Classics,  University  of 
California  at  Los  Angeles,  who  will  soon 
publish  a  volume  on  Augustus  in  Actium, 
spent  time  checking  pertinent  references 
and  Constantin  Marinescu  of  New  York 
examined  our  auction  holdings  in 
connection  with  his  work  on  the  coins  of 
Lysimachus.  Susan  Wood,  Department  of 
Art  and  Art  History,  Oakland  University, 
Rochester,  MI,  searched  the  literature  for 
references  dealing  with  portraits  of  women 
on  early  Roman  imperial  coins  and  Harriet 
Schwartz  of  Acton,  MA,  examined  sale 
catalogues  in  her  research  on  Juba  II  and 
the  last  Mauretanian  dynasty.  Del  Bland 
of  Mill  Creek,  WA,  returned  again  to  work 
on  materials  devoted  to  United  States  cents 
and  half  cents. 

Among  the  publications  received 
through  gift  and  exchange  are  two  volumes 
in  the  series  Sylloge  Nummorum 
Graecorum  Italia  from  the  Civiche 
Raccolte  Numismatiche  in  Milan.  Volume 
12,  edited  by  Novella  Vismara,  is  devoted 


to  Syria- Bactria  ed  India,  l.  Seleucides  (reges)- 
Chalcidice,  and  volume  13,  edited  by 
Rodolfo  Martini,  covers  Aegyptus,  2. 
Octavianus  Augustus-Lucius  Verus.  In  Lebusle 
monetaire  des  empereurs  romains,  volume  2, 
Pierre  Bastien  continues  his  detailed  study 
of  the  portrait  bust  on  coins  of  the  Roman 
emperors  for  the  period  27  B.C.  to  A.D. 
476.  In  demonstrating  the  overall  political 
and  propaganda  significance  of  the  bust 
type,  Bastien  discusses  the  attributes  (e.g. 
the  caduceus  and  fibulae)  associated  with 
it.  Essays  in  Honour  of  Robert  Carson  and 
Kenneth  Jenkins ,  published  by  Spink  &  Son, 
London,  contains  28  articles  by  friends  and 
colleagues  of  these  two  distinguished 
numismatists  presented  on  the  occasion  of 
their  seventy-fifth  birthdays.  Carson  and 
Jenkins,  both  former  keepers  of  the 
Department  of  Coins  and  Medals  at  the 
British  Museum,  worked  respectively  on 
Roman  and  Greek  coins.  George  Depeyrot 
examines  the  role  of  the  monetary  system 
within  the  overall  economic  and  social 
systems  in  Richesse  et  Societe  chez  les 
Merovingiens  et  Carolingiens .  After  discussion 
of  particular  economic  and  social  aspects 
of  these  medieval  societies,  Depeyrot  offers 
observations  on  the  continuities  and 
discontinuities  between  them  and  those  of 
the  later  Roman  empire. 

The  Currency  of  Fame:  Portrait  Medals  of  the 
Renaissance ,  edited  and  curated  by  Stephen 
K.  Scher,  is  the  catalogue  of  an  exhibition 
organized  by  the  National  Gallery  of  Art 
and  the  Frick  Collection  and  exhibited 
respectively  in  Washington,  DC,  and  New 
York  City.  The  catalogue,  which  “serves 
as  both  an  introduction  to  the  subject  of 
Renaissance  medals  and  a  scholarly 
examination  of  the  specimens  included” 
contains  some  170  medals  covering  the 
period  1400  to  1600.  A  new  reprint 
volume,  which  will  make  accessible 
material  previously  found  in  only  a  few 
libraries  is  British  Tokens  Articles  and  Notes 
from  The  Bazaar,  Exchange  and  Mart,  and 
Journal  of  the  Household,  December  29,  1880 
through  August  28,  1889 ,  by  Richard 

Thomas  Samuel.  Published  by  Allan 
Davisson  of  Cold  Spring,  MN,  the  volume 
contains  a  concordance,  compiled  by 
Harold  Welch,  between  numbers  assigned 
by  Samuel  and  those  assigned  by  R. 
Dalton  and  S.  H.  Hamer  in  The  Provincial 
Token  Coinage  of  the  18th  Century.  Tokens 
also  provide  the  source  material  for  a  local 
history  monograph  entitled,  The  Old  Streets 
of  San  Francisco;  Early  Street  Names  on  Some 
Brass  Tokens ,  by  Jerry  F.  Schimmel. 


Illustrated  with  early  maps  and  street 
photographs,  the  monograph  is  the  first  in 
a  series  published  by  the  Pacific  Coast 
Numismatic  Society. 

Paper  money  collectors  will  welcome  a 
new  volume  containing  some  564  listings 
of  local  notes  issued  in  Denmark, 
Schleswig-Holstein,  and  the  Faroes  during 
the  Napoleonic  Wars,  1807-16.  Entitled, 
Danske  Billetter;  Lokale  nodpengesedler  fra 
Napoleonskrigenes  tid  1807-16,  Danmark, 
Hertugdommeme  og  Faerorne,  the  work  is 
written  by  Finn  Grandt-Nielsen  and 
published  by  the  Danish  Numismatic 
Society  and  the  Odense  Bys  Museums. 
Gerald  Hoberman,  author  of  the  widely 
acclaimed  The  Art  of  Coins  and  Their 
Photography,  has  produced  another  example 
of  his  fine  photographic  abilities  in  Exposing 
Stamps  of  Another  Coin.  Hoberman  has 
selected  postage  stamps  on  which  are 
depicted  ancient  coins,  providing  finely 
executed  photographs  of  the  actual  coins 
with  historical  background.  His  son,  Marc 
Hoberman,  has  provided  superb  quality 
enlargements  of  the  stamps  selected.  The 
volume  was  generously  donated  by  Natalie 
Jaffe,  President  of  the  South  African 
Numismatic  Society,  Cape  Town,  which 
published  it  in  association  with  Spink  & 
Son  Ltd.,  London.  Krause  Publications 
has  facilitated  coin  identification  and 
valuation  with  the  first  edition  of  Standard 
Catalog  of  World  Coins,  Eighteenth  Century, 
1701-1800,  a  reference  that,  together  with 
the  existing  Standard  Catalog ,  places  three 
centuries  of  coinage  within  easy  reach  of 
the  collector. 

The  Coins  of  Independent  Peru,  volume  1 : 
1821-1857 ,  by  Horace  P.  Flatt,  is  the  first 
of  a  series  of  monographs,  the  next  volume 
of  which  will  cover  the  period  1858-1917, 
with  succeeding  volumes  devoted  to 
specific  aspects  of  the  numismatic  history 
of  Peru.  Specialized  topics  are  also  treated 
by  Giacomo  Landi  in  his  Numismatica  dos 
Seguros:  Portugal,  by  Gerald  S.  Porter  in 
Elephants  in  Numismatics  and  Exonumia  from 
Ancient  to  Modem  Times,  and  by  Runestone 
Press  in  Sold!  The  Origins  of  Money  and  Trade, 
a  volume  directed  at  the  younger  reader. 
Aids  to  bibliographic  research  have  been 
compiled  by  Oguz  Tekin  with  Bibliography 
of  Ancient  Numismatics  for  Anatolia  and  by  D. 
I.  Greenhalgh  with  Cumulative  Index  to 
Spink’s  Numismatic  Circular,  volumes  1  to  100. 
Readers  wishing  additional  information  on 
the  above  publications  should  address 
inquiries  to  the  attention  of  the  librarian.

Early  American  Tokens  1994  CO  AC  Topic 


School  Program 

I  he  second  year  of  the  ANS  School 
Program  comes  to  an  end  June  10,  1994. 
Although  the  severe  winter  weather  forced 
some  cancellations,  enrollment  for  the 
program  was  more  than  double  that  of  the 
first  year.  This  year  Education  Officer 
Constance  Wiesman  offered  three  new  and 
different  programs  free  of  charge  for 
elementary  school  students:  “The  World 
of  Coins,’’  “The  Art  of  the  Medal,”  and 
“Money  in  Art,  Story,  and  Myth.” 
Several  classes  returned  to  participate  in 
all  three  programs.  Wiesman  was  assisted 
by  Nedine  Frazier,  retired  Senior 
Personnel  Administrator  of  the  New  York 
State  Banking  Department,  and  Pamie 
Eccleston,  a  Boricua  College  student 
participating  under  a  federally  funded 
work/study  program. 


Saturday  Seminars 

The  new  Saturday  Seminar  Program 
continues  to  be  well  attended  and 
enthusiastically  received.  Thus  far,  five 
seminars  have  taken  place:  “Masterworks 
of  Ancient  Engravers,”  presented  by 
Carmen  Arnold-Biucchi;  “The  Beginnings 
of  Roman  Coinage,”  William  Metcalf; 
“Money  as  Message:  Coinage  and 
‘Propaganda’  in  the  Roman  World,” 
William  Metcalf;  “Indian  Peace  Medals,” 
Alan  Stahl;  and  “Collecting  Islamic 
Coins,”  Michael  Bates.  Each  seminar  has 
been  fully  subscribed  and  has  attracted  a 
slightly  different  audience,  as  would  be 
expected  given  the  variety  of  topics  offered 
by  the  ANS  curators.  The  audience  has 
been  composed  of  ANS  members 
(including  several  new  members)  and  their 
guests,  as  well  as  professors,  graduate 
students,  Latin  teachers,  museum  and 
library  professionals,  and  coin  collectors 
new  to  the  ANS.  Participants  have  given 
many  suggestions  for  future  seminar 
topics. 

The  next  seminar  is  on  June  4  and 
Michael  Bates  with  discuss 
“Arab/Byzantine  Coinage.”  Please 
register  as  soon  as  possible,  as  the 
attendance  is  limited  to  fifteen  participants 
per  seminar. 


The  Coinage  of  the  Americas 
Conference  Committee,  chaired  by  ANS 
Councillor  Donald  G.  Partrick,  has 
selected  “The  Token — America’s  Other 
Money”  as  the  topic  for  1994.  The 
conference,  which  will  be  held  at  the  ANS 
on  Saturday,  October  29,  will  feature 
illustrated  talks  on  pre-twentieth  century 
American  tokens  accompanied  by  an  array 
of  associated  exhibits. 

Dr.  Richard  G.  Doty  of  the  National 
Numismatic  Collection,  Smithsonian 
Institution,  will  serve  as  chairman  for 
COAC  94.  Doty  stresses  the  historical 
importance  of  the  selected  topic:  “Previous 
COACs  have  examined  virtually  all  major, 
official  aspects  of  the  numismatics  of  the 
United  States  of  America.  But  there  has 
always  been  an  unofficial  component  in  the 
story  of  America’s  money,  a  component 
which  has  operated  parallel  to  the  official 
one,  sometimes  overwhelming  it,  more 
commonly  overshadowed  by  it.  At  the 
heart  of  this  alternative  money  lies  the 
token.  ” 

The  intention  of  COAC  1994  is  to  give 
this  special,  ephemeral  currency  its  due. 
Tokens  have  a  history  that  goes  back  to 
colonial  days  and  they  have  played  an 
important  role  in  situations  conditioned  by 
war,  economic  uncertainty,  or  even  sheer 
geographical  dispersal.  As  a  medium  of 
exchange,  tokens  shed  light  on  an  inspired 
practicality  which  determined  that,  if  the 
state  would  not  or  could  not  provide 
sufficient  money  to  meet  the  needs  of  its 
citizens,  the  “right”  to  do  so  reverted  to 
those  same  citizens. 

Several  speakers  have  already  selected

the  titles  of  their  talks.  Q^.  David  Bowers 
will  look  at  “Two  Coins  in  One:  Large 
Cents  with  Interesting  Counterstamps”; 
Kenneth  E.  Bressett  will  discuss  “Bryan 
Campaign  Tokens”;  George  Cuhaj  will 
deliver  a  paper  on  “Early  New  York  City 
Transportation:  Tickets  and  Tokens,”  and 
George  Fuld  has  chosen  as  his  topic  “Civil 
War  Tokens.”  Wayne  K.  Homren  will 
speak  on  “John  Gault  and  J.  C.  Ayer:  An 
Encased  Postage  Maker  and  His  Largest 
Client,”  outlining  the  life  history  of  two 
American  entrepreneurs  during  the 
financial  crisis  of  the  Civil  War.  ANS 
Curator  of  Modern  Coins  John  M. 
Kleeberg  will  examine  “The  Theatre  at 
New  York  Token”  of  the  late  eighteenth 
century,  Robert  D.  Leonard  will  address 
“M.  A.  (A.  M.)  Abrahams  and  His 
Tokens,”  and  Eric  P.  Newman,  whose 
presentations  at  these  conferences  are 
always  memorable,  will  explore  “The 
Promotion  and  Suppression  of  Hard 
Times  Tokens.”  Also  scheduled  to 
participate  are  Julius  Reiver,  speaking  on 
“Nineteenth  Century  Struck  Copies  of 
Early  American  Tokens”  and  the  eminent 
token  cataloguer,  Russell  Rulau,  will  give 
a  context  to  the  entire  discussion  with  “An 
Overview  of  U.S.  Tokens,  1700-1900.” 
Additional  presenters  are  welcome;  please

Holland  was  the  focus  of  attention  at  the 
annual  Saltus  meeting  held  at  the  Society 
on  February  19.  The  guest  of  honor  was 
Marianne  Letterie  of  Amsterdam,  who 
received  the  1994J.  Sanford  Saltus  Award 
for  Signal  Achievement  in  the  Art  of  the 
Medal.  The  guest  speaker  was  Dr.  Marjan 
Scharloo,  Director  of  the  Dutch  Royal 
Coin  Cabinet  in  Leyden.  Among  those  in 
attendance  was  the  Cultural  Consul  of  the 
Netherlands,  Henry  Kol. 

The  meeting  began  with  a  surprise  (for 
at  least  one  participant)  as  ANS  President 
R.  Henry  Norweb,  Jr.,  deviated  from  the 
announced  program  to  present  Saltus 
Committee  member  Mark  Salton  with  a 
citation  which  the  ANS  Council  had  drawn 
up  to  mark  Salton ’s  eightieth  birthday. 
Salton,  a  long-time  resident  of  the 
Netherlands  himself,  then  presented  the 
award  medal  to  Letterie. 

In  his  remarks,  Salton  noted  that  the 
medalist  Marianne  Letterie  had  achieved 
the  goal  of  artists  in  all  media,  the

subjects  in  a  manner  that  is  at  the  same 
time  personal  and  beautiful.  He  called 
attention  to  her  ability  to  combine 
intellectual  and  personal  themes  in  a 
manner  which  is  subtle  and  harmonious. 

In  her  acceptance  speech,  Letterie 
focused  on  two  aspects  of  the  medal.  First 
she  examined  the  relationship  of  the  circle 
to  the  dance  and  the  creation  of  an  inner 
and  outer  space.  Next  she  examined  the 
amuletic  aspects  of  the  medal  and  its  use 
as  a  tool  for  experiment  and  renewal.  She 
cited  the  hellenistic  thinker  Hermes 
Trismegistos  who  wrote,  “God  is  an 
infinite  circle  whose  center  is  everywhere 
and  circumference  nowhere.” 

Scharloo’s  talk  traced  the  evolution  of 
the  Dutch  medal  in  the  twentieth  century, 
from  pieces  closely  akin  to  the  Beaux-Arts 
medals  of  France  to  avant-garde  works  of 
a  distinctively  Dutch  nature.  She  showed 
how  Letterie’s  works  fit  into  an  evolving 
tradition  which  combines  intellectual, 
spiritual,  and  aesthetic  elements  in  the 
creation  of  medallic  sculpture. 

Three  exhibits  opened  in  the  East 
Exhibition  Hall  in  conjunction  with  the 
meeting  and  award  ceremony.  A 
retrospective  exhibit  of  Letterie’s  work 
comprised  32  pieces  on  loan  from  the 
artist’s  personal  collection.  Through  the 
assistance  of  Scharloo,  a  loan  exhibition 
from  the  Royal  Coin  Cabinet  illustrated 
the  context  of  Letterie’s  medals  with 
examples  of  work  by  12  other 
contemporary  Dutch  artists.  An  exhibition 
of  historical  medals  from  the  ANS 
collection  included  a  silver  seal  cachet,  on

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loan  from  the  collection  of  Mark  and  Lottie 
Salton,  and  featured  works  by  Jonghelinck, 
Abeele,  Wienecke,  and  van  der  Hoef.  The 
exhibits  were  curated  by  ANS  Curator  of 
Medals  Alan  Stahl  and  constructed  by 
Curatorial  Assistant  Katharina  Eldada; 
they  were  on  view  through  the  middle  of 
May. 

After  the  meeting,  there  was  a  reception 
with  refreshments  on  a  Dutch  theme, 
followed  by  a  buffet  dinner  at  the  Cedar 
Tavern  in  Greenwich  Village,  where  many 
of  the  participants  continued  the 
celebration  well  into  the  evening. 

1994  Graduate  Seminar

Stahl  Book  Published 
In  France 

A  book  on  early  medieval  coinage  by 
Alan  Stahl,  ANS  Curator  of  Medieval 
Coins  and  of  Medals,  has  just  been 
published  in  Paris.  The  book,  entitled 
Merovingiens  et  royaumes  barbares,  appears  in 
the  series  Collections  Numismatiques, 
Fonds  Bourgey,  published  by  Editions 
Errance,  17  rue  de  F Arsenal,  Paris.  The 
official  publication  date  is  May  11,  1994. 

This  volume  is  part  of  a  series  edited  by 
former  ANS  Visiting  Scholar  Georges 
Depeyrot  whose  aim  is  to  publish  in  a 
scholarly  format  all  pre-modern  coins  sold 
in  the  last  century  by  the  firm  E.  Bourgey. 
The  coins  all  have  modem  attributions  and

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have  references  to  die  links  with  coins  in 
public  collections  or  auction  catalogues. 
Though  limited  to  a  single  source  of 
material,  this  volume  represents  the  first 
book-length  comprehensive  survey  of 
Merovingian  coinage  published  this 
century.  The  catalogue  is  preceded  by  an 
introductory  essay  (in  English  and  French) 
by  Stahl  on  the  coinage  of  the  kingdoms 
which  succeeded  the  Roman  empire  in  the 
West,  especially  that  of  Merovingian 
France. 

Stahl  has  been  working  on  Merovingian 
coinage  since  his  participation  in  the  ANS 
Graduate  Seminar  in  1975,  where  he 
began  the  work  which  resulted  in  his  1977 
Ph.D.  degree  from  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania.  His  dissertation  was 
published  in  1982  by  the  Universite 
Catholique  de  Louvain  as  a  book  entitled 
The  Merovingian  Coinage  of  the  Region  of  Metz. 
In  recent  years,  Stahl’s  research  on  this 
period  of  coinage  has  resulted  in  two 
articles  on  the  Merovingian  coins  found  in 
the  Sutton  Hoo  ship  burial,  one  written  in 
collaboration  with  W.  A.  Oddy  of  the 
British  Museum.

ANS  Curator  of  Islamic  Coins  Michael 
Bates  has  been  named  the  1994  Samir 
Sharnma  Visiting  Fellow  in  Islamic

University.  He  expects  to  take  up  the 
fellowship  in  October  and  November. 

During  his  tenure,  Bates  will  lecture  and 
conduct  informal  classes  under  the  auspices 
of  St.  Cross  College.  He  will  also  pursue 
his  own  research  in  the  Heberden  Coin 
Room  of  the  museum  as  well  as  in  the 
Bodleian  and  the  library  of  the  Oriental 
Institute. 

The  fellowship  is  funded  by  a 
benefaction  from  Samir  Sharnma,  which 
provides  for  visiting  fellows  for  a  period  of 
ten  years.  The  first  fellow  in  1993  was  Dr. 
Lutz  Ilisch  of  Tubingen  University. 
Shamma’s  benefaction  also  has  endowed

Prize  Winners 

The  Grand  Prize  of  the  exhibits  at  the 
24th  biennial  congress  and  exhibition  of 
the  International  Federation  of  the  Medal 
(FIDEM)  was  won  by  Magdalena 
Dobrucka  of  Poland.  Dobrucka’s  work  is 
well  known  to  Society  members,  as  she  was 
the  designer  of  our  1992  medal  for  the 
Quincentenary  of  Columbus’s  voyages. 
Her  design  for  the  quincentary  medal  was 
chosen  by  a  competition  among  more  than 
100  designs  from  16  countries  and  was 
struck  in  gold,  silver,  and  bronze. 
Examples  are  still  available  for  $131  in 
silver  and  $64  in  bronze  including  postage. 
The  previous  artist  for  an  ANS  medal  was 
also  honored,  as  Janos  Kalmar  won  the 
award  for  the  best  patina.  Kalmar  was  the 
designer  of  the  Society’s  innovative  two- 
piece  Endowment  medal,  examples  of 
which  are  available  for  $106.

Rome  Prize  to  Johnson 

The  1994  Rome  prizes  were  awarded  in 
Washington  on  April  21,  1994.  One  of  the 
recipients  was  Leah  Johnson,  a  1992 
Graduate  Seminar  alumna  who  was 
invited  to  participate  in  the  third  Seminar 
Alumni  Presentations  in  January  1993. 
Johnson,  a  graduate  student  at  the 
University  of  California,  Berkeley, 
delivered  a  20  minute  address  at  the 
Alumni  Presentations,  questioning  the 
existence  of  a  “propaganda  dialogue” 
between  Rome  and  Philip  V  based  on  a 
study  of  the  latter’s  coinage. 

The  American  Academy  in  Rome  has 
its  headquarters  in  New  York  and  is 
financed  by  private  donations,  by  the 
National  Endowment  for  the  Arts,  and  by 
the  National  Endowment  for  the 
Humanities.  Hillary  Rodham  Clinton 
addressed  the  group  gathered  in  the  East 
Room  of  the  White  House  for  the 
ceremonies,  remarking  on  how  different 
the  Composition  of  this  group  of  recipients 
was  compared  to  the  first  group  of  100 
years  ago. 

The  recipients  of  the  prizes  will  be  able 
to  continue  their  studies  in  Rome  where 
the  Academy  maintains  an  1 1  acre  campus 
to  facilitate  the  study  of  a  variety  of  subjects 
in  the  arts  and  humanities.

His  fascination  with  coins  dates  back 
to  1926,  when  he  read  a  Collier’s  article  on 
the  1883  “no  cents”  nickel.  He  joined  the 
firm  of  R.  O.  Hollinbeck  at  age  13  working 
weekends  and  summers.  Due  partially  to 
his  enthusiasm,  Iowa  had  20  local  coin 
clubs  by  1938  and  the  Iowa  Numismatic 
Association,  founded  by  Kagin,  became 
the  first  statewide  organization  in  the 
country. 

After  50  years  as  a  professional  numis¬ 
matist  he  views  himself  as  a  collector  who 
“has  made  a  profession  out  of  collecting.” 
He  has  produced  numerous  numismatic 
catalogues,  taught  an  accredited 
numismatic  course  at  Roosevelt 
University,  and  served  as  Chairman  of  the 
Foundation  for  Numismatic  Education. 
He  is  a  past  president  of  the  Professional 
Numismatists  Guild  (of  which  he  was  one 
of  the  founding  members  in  1954),  and  has 
received  the  Medal  of  Merit  from  the  ANA 
of  which  he  is  a  Life  Member. 

Frank  Joseph  Katen  was  born  in  1903 
but  it  was  not  until  1941 ,  when  he  bought 
a  Lincoln  cent  board  for  his  son,  that  he 
became  interested  in  coins.  From  this 
modest  beginning,  Katen,  armed  with 
Mehl’s  encyclopedia  and  Raymond’s 
guide  books,  soon  possessed  a  large, 
diverse,  and  growing  inventory  of 
numismatic  material. 

In  1944  Katen  took  up  coins  on  a  full¬ 
time  basis.  After  a  year  in  retail  in  New 
Haven,  he  entered  into  the  auction  arena 
and  in  1948  he  won  auction  rights  for  the 
ANA  Convention  in  Boston. 

From  the  beginning  Katen  had  a  strong 


interest  in  books  and  promoted  them.  In 
June  1958,  Katen  changed  from  being  a 
coin  dealer  who  handled  books  into  a  book 
dealer  who  handled  coins. 

Katen,  a  man  who  got  involved  in 
organizing  the  hobby,  took  an  active  role 
in  coin  clubs  in  Milford,  Boston,  and 
Washington.  He  became  a  founding 
member  of  the  International  Association 
of  Professional  Numismatists  in  1951. 

He  has  contributed  numerous  articles  to 
The  Numismatist,  The  Numismatic  Scrapbook , 
and  The  Numismatic  Review.  For  over  a 
decade  Coin  World  carried  his  extensive 
compilation  of  numismatic  books 
published  in  the  United  States.  In  addition 
he  continues  to  work  on  The  Comprehensive 
Worldwide  Bibliography  of  Numismatic 
Literature  which  he  has  been  working  on  for 
40  years. 

Eric  P.  Newman  of  St.  Louis,  MO,  has 
been  active  in  numismatics  for  75  years. 
H  is  first  encounter  with  numismatic 
decision  making  took  place  at  age  1 1  when 
he  spent  his  entire  allowance  on  the 
purchase  of  a  10  cent  coin. 

He  received  a  doctorate  in  law  in  1935 
from  Washington  University.  Along  with 
the  demands  as  Executive  Vice  President 
of  Edison  Brothers  Stores,  Newman  honed 
his  skills  as  a  numismatic  researcher, 
writer,  and  editor.  Newman  has  more  than 
70  published  numismatic  articles  and 
books  to  his  credit.  His  first  study  was  of 
the  1787  Fugio  cent  and ‘continued  with 
what  seems  to  be  increasing  vigor  to  this 
day  with  studies  in  American  Colonial  and 
early  Federal  coins,  tokens,  and  paper 
money.  In  1976  the  first  edition  of 
Newman’s  The  Early  Paper  Money  of  America 
was  published  and  it  has  remained  a 
standard  reference,  now  in  its  third  edition. 
Other  important  works  include  The  Secret 
of  the  Good  Samaritan  Shilling,  ANSNNM 
142  (1959),  The  Fantastic  1804  Dollar  ( 1962), 
Coinage  for  Colonial  Virginia ,  ANSNNM  135 
(1967),  and  “The  Earliest  American 
Publications  on  Numismatics”  (1992). 

Newman  is  the  only  person  to  have  won 
both  the  Archer  M.  Huntington  Award, 
the  American  Numismatic  Society’s 
highest  award  (1979)  and  the  Farran  Zerbe 
Memorial  Award,  the  ANA's  most 
prestigious  recognition  (1969).  In  1981  he 
received  an  Honorary  Doctorate  ot 
Humane  Letters  from  the  University  ol 
Missouri.  In  June  1991  he  was  honored  by 
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Royal  Numismatic  Society. 

Newman  has  served  on  the  Council  of 
the  American  Numismatic  Society  for  28 
years.  He  and  his  wife  fund  scholarships 
for  the  ANS  annual  Graduate  Seminar  in 
Numismatics  at  which  he  also  lectures. 
The  Eric  P.  Newman  Numismatic 
Education  Society,  a  foundation  which  he 
organized,  operates  a  public  numismatic 
museum  and  library  in  St.  Louis. 

John  J.  Pittman  is  from  Rochester,  NY, 
and  has  been  a  collector  of  U.S.  and  world 
coins,  paper  money,  medals,  tokens,  and 
numismatic  literature  for  well  over  50 
years.  He  has  been  a  member  of  more  than 
50  ANA  committees  starting  in  1949.  He 
is  a  Life  Member  of  the  ANA  and  served 
as  its  president  from  1971-73.  He  is  also 
a  Fellow  of  the  British  Royal  Numismatic 
Society.  While  he  was  president  of  the 
ANA  and  CNA  he  was  made  Honorary 
President  of  the  Sociedad  Numismatica  de 
Mexico.  In  1947  President  Truman 
appointed  him  to  the  U.S.  Assay 
Commission. 

Pittman  has  traveled  extensively  and 
participated  in  the  People  to  People 
Numismatic  Tour  behind  the  Iron  Curtain 
in  1980.  He  has  visited  mints  on  six 
continents.  In  1983,  Pittman  was  the  first 
American  collector  since  1949  to  be  invited 
to  visit  the  Chinese  Mainland  Mint  in 
Shanghai. 

Pittman’s  background  is  in  chemical 
engineering,  metallurgy,  and  economics, 
and  he  is  retired  from  Eastman  Kodak.  He 
received  the  ANA  Medal  of  Merit  in  1962 
and  in  1980  he  received  the  Farran  Zerbe 
Award.  He  was  elected  a  Fellow  of  the 
ANS  in  1951.

Council  Elects  New 

At  its  April  9  meeting,  the  Council  of 
the  ANS  elected  12  new  Fellows  bringing 
the  number  of  voting  members  of  the 
Society  to  195. 

F.  Gordon  Frost  of  Forest  Hills,  NY,  has 
been  an  Associate  since  1977.  Mr.  Frost, 
an  insurance  claims  instructor,  is  a  native 
New  Yorker  nourished  on  Greek 
mythology.  He  spent  seven  years  in  the 
military  during  WW  II  and  has  done 
graduate  work  leading  to  his  position  as  a 
management  trainer  for  the  State  of  New 
York.  In  1975  he  purchased  his  first 
numismatic  book  and  has  been  an  avid 
collector  and  dealer  in  numismatic  books 
ever  since.  He  is  an  active  member  of  the 
New  York  Numismatic  Club  where  he  has 
spoken  on  historical  numismatic  works  and 
exhibited  from  his  collection. 

David  Hendin,  a  New  York  publishing 
executive,  lives  in  Nyack,  NY.  A  member 
of  the  ANS  since  1976,  he  was  affiliated 
with  United  Features  Syndicate  and 
United  Media  from  1970  to  1993,  rising 
to  Senior  Vice  President  of  Syndication 
and  President  of  Pharos  Books,  producers 
of  the  World  Almanac.  He  now  heads  up  his 
own  literary  agency.  A  long  time  student 
of  and  authority  on  Jewish  coins  and  coins 
of  the  Bible,  Hendin  served  as  volunteer 
numismatist  for  the  Joint  Sepphoris  Project 
under  the  auspices  of  Duke  and  Hebrew 
Universities  and  is  joint  author  of  the 
numismatic  part  of  the  excavation  report. 
Among  his  nine  books  are  Guide  to  Ancient 
Jewish  Coins  (1976)  and  Guide  to  Biblical 
Coins  (1987).  He  served  as  Chairman  of  the 
Jewish  Museum’s  (NYC)  numismatic 
collection  and,  with  Yaakov  Meshorer, 
edited  the  catalogue  of  the  collection. 

Now  73,  George  A.  Mallis  of  Wilbra- 
ham,  MA,  an  Associate  member  of  the 
ANS  since  1977,  is  considered  the  dean  of 
Morgan  dollar  collecting.  With  L.  C.  Van 
Allen,  he  is  the  author  of  The  Comprehensive 
Catalog  and  Encyclopedia  of  Morgan  and  Peace 
Dollars ,  the  third  edition  of  which, 
published  in  1992,  won  the  Numismatic 
Literary  Guild’s  “Book  of  the  Year” 
award  in  1993.  As  a  participant  in  the  1993 
COAC  on  U.S.  silver  dollars,  Mallis 
outlined  the  beginnings  of  the  Morgan 
series,  about  which  he  is  the  variety  expert. 
He  has  also  written  cogently  on  English 
and  Irish  coin  weights  as  well  as  articles 
introducing  young  collectors  to  the  hobby. 
A  graduate  of  Lafayette  College  in 
engineering,  he  served  with  the  U.S.  Army 


Fellows 

in  WW  II,  graduated  from  Staff  College 
and  retired  as  a  Lieutenant  Colonel.  He 
eventually  returned  to  his  native 
Springfield,  MA,  where  he  opened  his  own 
architecture/engineering  firm,  retiring  in 

1979. 

Harrington  E.  Manville  of  Washington, 
DC,  an  Associate  since  1963,  has  been  on 
the  ANS  Library  Committee  since  1980. 
He  is  represented  in  the  library’s  card 
catalogue  by  some  20  entries,  most  of 
which  were  published  in  the  Spink’s 
Numismatic  Circular,  and  has  presented 
papers  at  several  of  the  International 
Numismatic  Congresses.  He  is  presently 
working  on  his  Encyclopedia  of  British 
Numismatics,  a  projected  multi-volume 
work  of  which  the  first  volume  is  entitled, 
British  Numismatic  Auction  Catalogues, 
1710-1984,  and  the  second,  Numismatic 
Guide  to  British  &  Irish  Periodicals, 
1731-1991 .  Later  volumes  will  deal  with 
people,  places,  and  events  of  significance 
in  British  numismatics.  He  discussed  this 
important  bibliographic  enterprise  at  the 
Roundtable  chaired  by  ANS  Librarian, 
Francis  D.  Campbell  at  the  Brussels 
Congress.  Manville  has  been  very  helpful 
in  filling  gaps  in  the  Society’s  British 
auction  holdings  and  has  served  as  a  book 
reviewer  for  the  Society’s  journal,  A fN.  A 
former  member  of  the  U.S.  diplomatic 
corps,  Manville  sold  his  collection  of 
English  milled  silver  coins,  1656-1800, 
through  Spink  in  1980. 

Richard  G.  McAlee,  an  Associate  since 

1980,  is  an  attorney  in  private  practice  in 
Baltimore,  MD,  where  he  also  lives.  He 
has  published  in  ANSMN (the  predecessor 
to  AJN)  on  Severan  tetradrachms  of 
Laodicea  and  is  preparing  a  book  on 
provincial  coinage  under  the  Flavians.  He 
has  just  submitted  an  article  on  Syrian 
mints  under  Vespasian.  McAlee  is  also  a 
regular  donor  of  provincial  coins  to  the 
ANS. 

Emmett  McDonald  of  Islip,  NY,  an 
Associate  member  of  the  ANS  since  1961 , 
gave  a  paper  at  the  1973  International 
Numismatic  Congress,  held  in  NYC  and 
Washington,  speaking  on  British  coin 
weights.  He  collects  in  this  area  worldwide 
and  regularly  exhibits  on  this  and  related 
themes  at  regional  and  national  coin 
conventions.  McDonald,  a  loyal  partici¬ 
pant  in  ANS  activities,  both  in  NYC  and 
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at  annual  ANA  conventions,  has  examined 
and  identified  various  ANS  coin  scales  and 
weights  at  the  request  of  curators  and  in 
1993  donated  140  coins  to  fill  gaps  in  the 
collections. 

I.  Edward  Price  was  born  in  1942  and 
graduated  from  Yale  with  a  B.A.  in  1964. 
Now  Senior  Vice  President  and  Chief  of 
Staff  to  the  President  of  the  Prudential 
Insurance  Company  of  America,  he  has 
since  graduation  devoted  his  career  to  this 
firm  in  various  capacities  in  Newark  and 
Los  Angeles,  with  experience  in  real  estate 
and  actuarial  work.  A  collector,  he 
specializes  in  early  Federal  issues 
(1793-1837)  and  has  assembled  one  of  the 
fine  collections  in  this  area,  including  an 
almost  complete  set  of  early  dimes.  A 
resident  of  Livingston,  NJ,  Price  joined  the 
ANS  in  1988. 

Mel  Wacks,  an  Associate  since  1966, 
lives  in  Woodland  Hills,  CA.  Long 
involved  in  Judaean  and  Israeli  coinage, 
he  has  written  prolifically  on  the  subject, 
edited  the  Biblical  Numismatic  Society’s 
The  Augur  for  seven  years,  has  served  on 
the  board  of  the  American  Israel 
Numismatic  Association  for  over  two 
decades,  and  coordinated  the  Jewish- 
American  Hall  of  Fame  series  of  medals 
issued  by  the  Judah  L.  Magnes  Museum 
over  the  same  25  year  period.  Now  director 
of  public  relations  for  “PandaAmerica” 
which  markets  Chinese  Mint  precious 
metal  coins,  he  has  for  the  past  12  years 
operated  an  advertising/marketing  agency, 
Numismarketing  Associates. 

A  seminar  alumna  (1989),  Mary  E.  H. 
Walbank  of  Calgary,  Canada,  has  been  a 
member  of  the  ANS  since  1987.  She  is 
currently  Curator  of  Coins  at  the  Nickle 
Art  Museum,  University  of  Calgary,  and 
an  Instructor  in  the  Department  of  Classics 
there.  She  has  published  on  “Marsyas  at 
Corinth”  in  ANSMN,  and  on  Corinthian 
problems  elsewhere.  She  is  currently 
preparing  a  study  of  the  mint  of  Corinth, 
Flavians- Hadrian. 

G.  Michael  Woloch  of  Montreal, 
Canada,  joined  the  ANS  in  1967,  the  year 
he  attended  the  Society’s  Graduate 
Seminar.  He  is  now  Professor  of  Classics 
at  McGill  University,  Montreal,  where  he 
is  responsible  for  instruction  in 
numismatics;  he  has  organized  exhibitions 
and  conferences  there.

Harold  B.  Mattingly,  Emeritus 
Professor  of  Ancient  History  at  the 
University  of  Leeds  continues  to  live  in 
that  English  town.  The  Society’s  Visiting 
Scholar  in  Residence  for  the  1993 
Graduate  Seminar,  Mattingly  gave 
unselfishly  of  his  knowledge  and  experience 
in  talks  and  consultations  with  students 
and  ANS  staff.  Author  of  over  90  articles 
on  classical  subjects,  about  one-fourth  on 
numismatic  subjects,  he  recendy  published 
the  important  Ma’Aret  en-Numan  Hoard 
in  Studies  in  Honour  of  Robert  Carson  and 
Kenneth  Jenkins.  His  epigraphic  papers, 
some  of  which  are  critical  to  the  dating  of 
the  Athenian  Currency  Decree,  are  now 
being  gathered  for  publication  in  a  single 
volume. 

Pere  Pau  Ripolles,  Professor  of 
Archaeology  at  the  University  of  Valencia, 
Spain,  is  a  leading  expert  on  the  coinage 
of  imperial  Spain.  He  is  coauthor  (with 
Andrew  Burnett  and  Michel  Amandry)  of 
Roman  Provincial  Coinage,  vol.  1  (1992)  and 
of  many  articles  and  monographs,  over  30 
of  which  are  in  the  ANS  Library.
